To  the  Honorable  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Palmer : 

The  Town  has  been  comparatively  free  from  Dip- 
theria  during  the  current  year,  the  few  cases  that  cropped 
out  were  of  children  that  did  not  have  Toxin-Antitoxin 
treatment  and  we  would  strongly  recommend  again  the 
expenditure  of  $100  to  further  and  encourage  the  giving 
of  Toxin-Antitoxin  to  all  children  between  six  months 
of  age  and  school  age. 

There  was  a  small  Typhoid  outbreak  which  was  con- 
fined to  a  whole  family  of  7  people.  The  family  was 
removed  to  City  Isolation  Hospital  at  a  cost  to  the  Town 
of  about  $1,000. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  make  some  arrange- 
ment to  use  the  Wickwire  Sewer  now  laid  in  North  Main 
Street  Roadway  so  that  Town  Permits  may  be  issued  to 
Abutters  who  are  clamoring  to  enter. 

Effective  June  1st.  we  adopted  a  Health  Measure  in 
the  form  of  a  by-law  requiring  all  Milk  to  be  either 
Pasteurized  or  from  Tuberculin  Tested  Herds,  which  was 
in  keeping  with  the  recommendation  in  our  annual  re- 
port of  last  year. 

A  Tuberculin  Tested  Herd  is  a  wonderful  step  in 
the  right  direction,  but  we  have  asked  you  to  go  a  step 
further  and  give  heed  to  our  recommendation  that  all 
Milk  be  Pasteurized  whether  it  be  Tuberculin  Tested  or 
not.  Pasteurization-  of  Milk  saves  lives  and  prevents 
sickness. 

There  is  about  1500  quarts  of  Pasteurized  Milk  con- 
sumed daily  with  an  increasing  demand. 

This  is  the  ideal  condition  that  guarantees  a  healthy 
people  free  from  milk  borne  epidemics. 
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The  Board  recommends  the  following  appropriation 
for  the  ensuing  year:

The  New  Bridge  between  Palmer  and  Monson  on 
State  Ave.  This  was  financed  by  a  four  way  plan  (so 
called)  namely,  The  State,  County,  Town  of  Monson  and 
Town  of  Palmer.  The  approach  on  the  Easterly  side  from 
Main  Street  in  the  Village  of  Palmer  should  be  cared  for 
in  some  manner  as  may  be  decided  by  the  voters. 

Sanctuary  Bridge: 

This  bridge  over  the  Swift  River  owned  jointly  by 
Palmer  and  Belchertown  went  down  under  about  a  six 
ton  load  on  the  Belchertown  side  and  has  since  been 
closed  to  travel.  The  Board  feels  that  this  bridge  is  not 
essential  to  the  traveling  public  and  should  be  perman- 
ently closed,  and  asked  that  the  Town  of  Palmer  take 
some  definite  action  in  this  matter.

Report  of  Road  Commissioners 


To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Palmer : 

The  Board  of  Road  Commissioners  herewith  submit 
their  tenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1929. 

The  organization  of  the  Board  was  as  follows: — 

Homer  A.  Shaw,  Chairman,   Sherman  M.  Stebbins,  Clerk, 
Thomas  J.  Moran 

Henry  Ruckley  was  appointed  Superintendent  of 
Streets. 

HIGHWAYS 

All  work  for  Which  the  town  voted  special  appro- 
priations has  been  completed  insofar  as  it  was  possible. 

Appropriation  for  the  Three  Rivers-Ludlow  Road 
(So  called)  was  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  road  there- 
fore, it  will  be  necessary  to  make  an  appropriation  this 
year.  The  County  and  State  have  already  expressed  their 
desire  to  have  this  furnished  for  the  completion  of  this 
road. 

We  recommend  that  the  River  Road  leading  from 
Thorndike  to  the  Ware  Road  be  hardened  and  the  appro- 
priation be  made  of  $10,000.00  the  same  as  was  appro- 
priated last  year.    This  will  be  re-appropriated. 
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The  Thorndike  Road  (so  called)  leading  from  Palmer 
to  Palmer  Center  be  resurfaced  and  appropriation  be 
made. 

East  Main  Street  in  Three  Rivers  leading  from  the 
end  of  the  cement  road  to  the  intersection  of  Charles 
street  be  hardened  either  with  Cement  or  macadam  as 
may  be  best. 

In  the  Village  of  Palmer,  Fox  Street  and  Dublin 
Street  should  be  hardened. 

Also  recommend  graveling  and  oiling  Charles  Street 
in  the  Village  of  Three  Rivers. 

In  the  Village  of  Three  Rivers  this  Department 
thinks  it  advisable  to  straighten  the  Palmer  Road  from 
the  intersection  of  the  Belchertown  Road  back  of  the 
Union  Church,  connecting  with  the  Palmer  Road.  This 
matter  has  been  investigated  and  we  find  that  we  will 
have  to  pay  land  damages.  We  have  not  been  able  to 
get  the  amount  of  the  land  damage  for  the  reason  that 
two  of  the  abutters  will  leave  it  to  the  juror  to  decide. 


BRIDGES 

We  recommend  widening  of  the  Burly  Bridge  and 
the  approaches.  The  Senate  Committee  already  has  this 
matter  of  Bridges  under  advisement  and  we  expect  a 
report  at  an  early  date  that  will,  we  hope,  hasten  the 
possibilities  of  widening  bridges  of  this  type. 

The  Commission  finds  that  the  equipment  for  road 
work  is  entirely  inadequate  and  recommend  that  the 
Town  purchase  a  one  half  yard  gasoline  shovel,  one  trac- 
tor? one  two  and  one  half  ton  truck  and  one  scraper. 
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In  view  of  the  large  expense  for  equipment  we  be- 
lieve that  we  can  cut  $2,000.00  for  the  maintenance  ex- 
pense fund,  making  it  $18,000.00  rather  than  $20,000.00. 
Also  due  to  the  fact  that  last  year  we  did  the  work  on 
North  Main  Street  in  the  Village  of  Palmer  where  the 
street  railway  track  was  removed.  Also  surfaced  the 
same  on  Main  Street  in  the  Village  of  Three  Rivers  where 
a  track  had  previously  been  removed.  It  was  proposed 
to  have  a  special  appropriation  for  this  work,  of  $7,000.00 
but  we  did  it  out  of  the  regular  maintenance  fund  at  a 
very  much  less  cost,  due  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Sherman  M. 
Stebbins  knew  how  to  do  the  work  without  the  expendi- 
ture of  special  appropriation.  Our  roads  are  in  very  much 
better  condition  than  they  were  one  year  ago,  hence 
this  recommendation.

Owing  to  the  excessive,  long  dry  weather,  and  the 
large  number  of  fires,  the  appropriation  of  $1,000  was 
insufficient.

During  the  year,  1929,  798  cases  not  including  cases 
against  juvenile  offenders,  were  prosecuted  in  the  Dis- 
trict Court  of  Eastern  Hampden  against  734  persons, 
for  offences  committed  within  the  Town  of  Palmer.  Of 
the  persons  brought  before  the  Court  in  these  cases  165 
were  residents  and  569  were  non-residents,  715  were 
males  and  19  were  females.  The  163  drunkenness  cases 
included  cases  against  44  persons  who  were  driving 
motor  vehicles  while  under  the  influence  of  liquor.

ORGANIZATION: 

The  Board  organized  with  the  choice  of  Ludwik  Mar- 
helewicz  as  Chairman  and  Charles  A.  Callahan  as  Clerk. 

APPOINTMENTS: 

Ernest  E.  Hobson  was  appointed  Town  Counsel,  Har- 
riette  Paine,  bookkeeper,  Louis  E.  Chandler,  burial  agent, 
David  L:  Bodfish,  Superintendent  of  Graves,  M.  Scott 
French,  Ghief  Engineer,  Fred  H.  Smith  and  Michael  H. 
Davitt,  Inspectors  of  Animals. 

ELIMINATION  OF  UNDERPASSES  NEAR 
ELECTRIC  LIGHT  STATION: 

During  the  year  the  work  of  eliminating  the  under- 
passes near  the  electric  light  station  was  completed.  The 
Board  has  been  in  conference  with  the  parties  who  have 
claims  against  the  town  for  land  which  was  taken,  and 
the  various  claims  are  in  process  of  adjustment.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  the  claims  can  be  adjusted  for  ap- 
proximately $1500.00,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the 
sum  of  $1500.00  additional  be  appropriated  for  the  ac- 
count of  the  Law  and  Claim  Department  for  this  purpose. 
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SIDEWALK  AT  WIRE  MILL  UNDERPASS: 

The  Selectmen  have  co-operated  with  the  Board  of 
Road  Commissioners  in  securing  the  construction  of  a 
sidewalk  at  the  underpass  and  the  widening  of  the  road 
at  that  place.  When  the  work  was  originally  planned  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  recommended  that  an  iron 
railing  be  placed  along  the  sidewalk.  During  the1  progress 
of  the  work  some  question  arose  as  to  whether  or  not 
it  would  be  advisable  to  have  an  iron  railing  or  a  rein- 
forced concrete  curb  railing  about  a  foot  high.  As  soon 
as  this  matter  is  definitely  decided  upon,  one  or  the  other 
of  these  guards  will  be  placed  along  the  wall. 

PURCHASE  OF  SPRINGFIELD  STREET 
RAILWAY  RIGHT  OF  WAY: 

As  instructed  by  the  town,  the  Board  has  completed 
the  purchase  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Springfield  Street 
Railway  Company  from  Whipple's  Crossing  northerly  to 
the  highway  near  the  Forest  Lake  schoolhouse,  paying 
therefor  the  sum  of  $800.00,  the  amount  appropriated  by 
the  town. 

SOUTHERN  NEW  ENGLAND  RAILROAD : 

On  the  evening  of  December  27th  the  Selectmen  at- 
tended a  meeting  in  Southbridge,  called  by  the  Merchants 
and  Manufacturers  Association  of  that  town,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  the  officials  and  citizens  of  the  various 
towns  through  which  the  right  of  way  of  the  Southern 
New  England  Railroad  Corporation  from  Palmer  to  Rhode 
Island  State  Line  passes,  confer  with  officials  of  the  City 
of  Providence  Chamber  of  Commerce  relative  to  the  ex- 
tension of  the  charter  rights  and  privileges  of  said  Rail- 
road Corporation.   The  completion  of  this  road  would  be 
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of  considerable  advantage  to  the  Town  of  Palmer,  and  the 
Selectmen  expressed  their  willingness  to  co-operate  in 
every  legitimate  way,  provided  that  immediate  steps  were 
taken  to  place  in  repair  the  several  highway  bridges 
which  the  Railroad  Corporation  is  by  law  obliged  to  take 
care  of.  This  was  the  expressed  feeling  of  all  the  town 
officials  and  citizens  attending  the  conference.  A  bill 
has  been  filed  in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  providing 
for  the  extension  of  the  time  for  completing  the  railroad 
and  the  parties  in  Providence  who  are  interested  feel 
confident  that  they  can  push  the  project  through  to  com- 
pletion if  the  bill  is  passed.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 
Year  Ending  December  31,  1929 

To  the  Members  of  the  Young  Men's  Library  Association  r 

I  herewith  submit  my  nineteenth  annual  report  as 
Librarian  of  your  Association. 

CIRCULATION 

The  total  circulation  for  the  year  was  71,038,  divided 
as  follows : — Main  Library,  38,805 ;  Three  Rivers  Branch, 
14,887;  Thorndike  Branch,  6,506;  Bondsville  Branch, 
10,840. 

A  year  ago,  our  banner  year  from  the  circulation 
standpoint,  71,254  books  were  loaned.  This  year,  there 
is  a  decrease  of  216.  While  negligible,  it  is,  nevertheless, 
a  decrease,  and  it  indicates  that  the  wind  is  coming  from 
the  wrong  quarter.  There  are  several  plausible  explan- 
ations that  can  be  given  for  this  decrease.  We  shall  not 
give  them.  It  is  our  business  to  change  the  direction 
of  the  wind.  That  is  our  task  this  year.  Let  us  get  about 
our  business. 
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STATE  READING  PLAN 

This  plan  has  been  used  in  the  local  schools  for  five 
years.  Through  the  co-operation  of  the  teachers  in 
Grades  4  to  9,  both  inclusive,  where  it  is  in  operation, 
most  excellent  results  have  been  secured. 

In  the  school  year  of  1928-1929,  the  best  results  thus 
far  were  obtained.  With  an  enrollment  of  1,043  pupils 
in  these  grades,  1,074  certificates  were  issued,  or 
102.79%.  To  get  this  certificate,  five  books  must  be  read 
and  reported  upon,  these  being  selected  from  a  list  de- 
signed for  the  particular  grade  the  pupil  is  in.  Rather 
than  allowing  an  unbridled  and  unwise  use  of  these 
books  for  the  mere  purpose  of  obtaining  certificates,  we 
limit  a  pupil  to  one  certificate  a  year.  In  four  years  by 
gaining  a  certificate  per  year,  a  pupil  earns  an  honor 
certificate.  The  only  exceptions  to  securing  only  one 
certificate  a  year  are  where  a  new  pupil  who  has  entered 
our  system,  or  where  one  of  our  own  who  has  not  pre- 
viously availed  himself  of  this  opportunity  and  now  de- 
sires to  do  so,  is  allowed  to  read  books  in  other  grades 
so  that  he  may  earn  an  honor  certificate.  In  brief,  the 
emphasis  is  placed  upon  thorough,  judicious  reading 
rather  than  upon  indiscrimate  reading.  It  is  the  inculca- 
tion of  the  habit  of  right  reading — not  the  number  of 
certificates  per  year — that  we  seek. 

In  addition,  81  certificates  were  awarded  pupils  in  St. 
Peter  and  St.  Paul  School  and  30  in  the  Special  Class — 
a  total  of  1,185  certificates. 

There  were  21  honor  certificates  awarded. 

PHYSICAL  CHANGES 

The  time  is  more  than  ripe  for  some  interior  im- 
provements in  the  library.  These  things  need  to  be 
done: — (1)  New  Ceiling;  (2)  Re-decoration;  (3)  New 
Lighting;  (4)  New  Furniture. 
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The  first  three  should  be  done  by  the  Town  inasmuch 
as  the  repairs  of  the  buildings  are  in  their  hands.  Prices 
hi  ve  been  secured  for  such  work.  The  matter  has 
been  discussed  with  the  Selectmen  who  feel  that  the 
Library,  interiorly  and  exteriorly,  should  be  put  in  ex- 
cellent condition,  as  it  needs  it  and  is,  outside  of  the 
schools,  practically  the  only  public  building  in  town. 

The  furniture  can  be  secured  from  interest  on  funds 
in  the  name  of  the  Association. 

I  suggest  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  talk  with 
the  Selectmen,  to  see  that  a  special  article  be  placed  in 
the  Town  Meeting  Warrant,  and  to  appear  before  the 
Finance  Committee. 

This  is  an  urgent  matter  and  cannot  well  be  de- 
layed. 

If  these  improvements  are  made,  the  Library  will 
be  a  most  enticing  and  inviting  spot,  as  it  should  be. 
Personally,  I  should  like  to  see  it  a  place  of  attraction, 
cheer,  and  comfort — with  a  taste  of  decoration,  with 
neatness  of  appearance,  with,  in  winter  a  fire  in  the  fire- 
place, with  softness  of  light,  etc. 

AIM 

Our  aim  is  to  give  the  most  service  at  the  lowest  pos- 
sible cost.  Economy,  not  parsimony,  is  our  motto.  We 
wTant  to  give  all  the  library  facilities  a  town  of  our  size 
should.  It  is  essential  that  any  town  wishing  to  grow 
shall  furnish  every  privilege — educationally,  morally, 
recreationally,  and  spiritually — to  her  people.  She  will 
hold  those  who  are  residents  and  will  attract  those  who 
are  not.  In  any  such  consideration  of  privileges,  a  real 
library  is  of  great  moment.

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  erect  a 
building  for  the  storage  of  road  machinery  and  other 
property  of  the  town  on  the  Town  House  Lot  at  Four  Cor- 
ners, raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  paint  the 
outside  of  the  Town  House  at  Four  Corners  and  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  therefor.

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for  a  town  dump  and  disposing  of  the  present  dump,  and 
report  at  a  future  meeting  of  the  town. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase 
a  gasoline  operated  shovel,  a  tractor,  a  2%  ton  truck  and 
a  scraper  for  the  use  of  the  highway  department,  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  therefor,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  43.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  and  erection 
of  street  signs,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  grade  or 
otherwise  improve  the  plot  of  land  in  Palmer  Center  known 
as  The  Common,  provide  for  its  care  and  preservation,  and 
raise  any  sum  of  money  therefor. 

Article  45.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
relative  to  traffic  controls  and  raise  and  appropriate  any 
sum  of  money  therefor. 

Article  46.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  several  forms  of  town  government 
and  report  thereon  at  a  future  meeting,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  a 
new  heating  system  in  the  Thorndike  Grammar  School  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Article  48.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
School  Committee  to  install  such  sewers  and  conduits  and 
do  such  work  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  flooding 
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of  the  High  School  basement  by  water  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate any  sum  of  money  therefor.

Village  of  Three  Rivers  from  the  easterly  end  of  the  present 
cement  road  to  Charles  Street;  (h)  Harden  or  otherwise 
improve  the  Enfield  Road,  so-called,  from  a  point  near  the 
farm  formerly  owned  by  John  Foster  to  the  Enfield-Palmer 
town  line ;  (i)  Harden  or  otherwise  improve  Hill  Street  in 
the  Village  of  Thorndike;  (j)  Improve  or  otherwise  harden 
Gay  Avenue  in  the  Village  of  Thorndike ;  (k)  Improve  and 
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harden  Old  Center  Road  in  the  Village  of  Thorndike ;  (1) 
Improve  and  harden  the  surface  between  the  curb  and  the 
concrete  roadway  on  the  southerly  side  of  North  Main

sum  by  taxation  or  otherwise,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  52.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rebuild  or 
otherwise  improve  the  Palmer-Thorndike  Road,  from  Lake 
Junction  in  Thorndike  to  the  state  highway  leading  to 
Ware,  near  St.  Thomas'  Cemetery,  appropriate  any  sum 
of  money  therefor  and  raise  said  sum  by  taxation  or  other- 
wise, or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  53.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  new  sidewalks  as  follows:  (a)  Sidewalk,

Street  in  the  Village  of  Bondsville  from  State  Street  to 
Crawford  Street  and  install  granite  curbing  along  said 
walk;  (c)  Rebuild  and  repair  the  walk  on  the  southerly 
side  of  South  Main  Street  in  the  Depot  Village  from  the

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to 
borrow  money  not  to  be  paid  from  the  revenues  of  the 
current  financial  year,  to  meet  expenses  incurred  or  appro- 
priations made  under  any  of  the  articles  of  this  warrant.

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Report  of  School  Committee 


To  the  Taxpayers  of  Palmer,  Massachusetts: 

The  School  Committee  submits  herewith  a  partial 
report  which  includes  the  report  to  it  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

Your  school  system  today  is  function- 
General,       ing  more  efficiently  than  at  any  time 
in  recent  years. 

The  problem  of  the  schools  is  how  best  to  furnish 
to  students  that  which  they  need  from  a  school,  educa- 
tionally and  otherwise  —  educationally  (in  the  limited 
sense  of  the  word)  because  the  prime  function  of  the 
school  is  that;  otherwise,  because  there  now  is  included 
in  the  student  body  a  greater  number  than  ever  before 
of  those  who,  being  obliged  for  one  reason  or  or  another 
to  remain  at  school,  must,  however,  get  such  benefits  as 
they  may  secure,  almost  in  toto,  extra  educationally  (this 
too  in  the  restricted  sence). 

This,  as  it  implies,  means  that  there  is  a  great  diver- 
sity in  the  abilities  of  students  ranging  from  splendid  to 
almost  nil. 

By  a  process  of  partial  segregation 
Grade  Schools,     and  of  "passing  them  along",  some 

sort  of  satisfactory  answer  is  found 
in  the  grade  schools  to  the  troublesome  question  pro- 
pounded by  the  heterogeneity  of  the  school  population. 
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When  pupils  arrive  at  the  high  school, 
High  School.     any  failure  to  satisfy  the  real  rational 

requirements  of  the  situation  is  in 
this,  the  last  division  of  your  system,  not  only  apparent, 
but  troublesome  and  sometimes  disastrous. 

This  is  the  place  of  departure  for  higher  educational 
institutions ;  and  while  up  to  this  point  we  are  able  to 
carry  on  and  look  with  sympathy  upon  the  shortcomings 
of  one  arriving  here  from  some  lower  grade  in  your  own 
system,  a  different  view  is  likely  to  be  taken  of  any  lack 
of  preparation  by  those  in  charge  of  matters  in  the  higher 
institutions — the  arriving  pupils  simply  must  be  fit  or  ex- 
pect little  quarter.  Even  when  advised  not  to  attempt  ad- 
vanced work,  it  often  happens  that  a  student  has  ambi- 
tion out  of  relation  to  his  ability  and  that  he  will  make 
an  unwise  attempt. 

However  that  may  be,  it  is  the  business  of  those 
running  the  high  school  to  take  these  variously  equipped 
children  and  give  to  each  to  the  greatest  possible  extent, 
generous  assistance. 

In  the  high  school,  we  have  been  handicapped  in 
handling  the  diverse  needs  of  pupils  because  adequate 
preparation  and  teaching  of  those  students  who  are  able 
to  accept  but  sparingly  of  standard  educational  pabulum 
could  not  be  afforded  by  the  existing  courses  in  your 
high  school. 

As  probably  40  per  cent,  of  pupils  belong  in  this 
class,  the  importance  of  this  reason  can  easily  be  appre- 
ciated. 

The  truth  of  the  above  statement  was  only  slowly 
brought  home  to  us  by  the  number  of  failures  encoun- 
tered. 

Until  recently  our  efforts  to  determine  the  abilities 
of  pupils  which,  due  in  part  to  the  "pass  them  along 
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system/'  had  been  difficult  had  not  fruited  to  the  end  that 
we  could  know,  in  the  beginning  of  each  freshman's 
course,  what  might  reasonably  be  expected  of  him. 

Considering  the  last  factor  first,  as  it  chronologically 
is  so,  it  is  seen  that  all  pupils  able  to  enter  high  school 
necessarily  were  considered  capable  of  assuming  a  place 
in  a  standard  course ;  and  indeed  we  had  no  other  except 
the  commercial  training  course. 

Of  course,  this  did  not  always  work  out  satisfactorily 
as  many  were  utterly  unable  to  do  the  work. 

Through  means  of  analysis  placed  in  operation  years 
ago  and  kept  in  operation  ever  since,  we  finally  arrived 
at  knowledge  of  just  about  what  each  student  entering 
his  freshman  work  might  be  expected  to  do;  but,  hav- 
ing made  our  diagnosis  and  being  able  to  advise  pupils 
as  to  what  they  should  do,  we  only  were  able  to  fill  the 
wants  of  those  who  could  do  standard  work.  In  other 
words,  about  40  per  cent,  of  our  entrants  were  without 
an  appropriate  place  in  school  work. 

So  many  young  people  requiring  beneficial  assistance 
of  the  sort  best  secured  outside  of  a  standard  course 
made  it  clear  some  time  ago  that  special  provision  must 
be  made  for  them.  Much  study  was  given  that  matter 
and  we  are  glad  to  say  that  this  past  year  we  were  able 
to  make  important  changes  in  the  curriculum  and  have 
added : — 

a.)    An  improvement  to  the  commercial  course 
(elective) . 

b).    A  whole  new  course  calculated  to  benefit  the 
intellectually  less  robust  students. 

If  objection  be  made  that  such  a  course  is  not  pro- 
perly a  part  of  high  school  work,  one  need  but  remember 
that  the  students  it  serves  are  not  properly  a  part  of  the 
high  school  body,  but  are  there  because  of  law  and  other 
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reasons  and  the  situation  requires  that  they  have  sensi- 
ble and,  so  far  as  possible,  efficient,  helpful  treatment. 

It  takes  but  a  few  words  to  tell  of  this  work,  but  it 
took  years  of  planning  and  work  to  get  it  done.  Any- 
thing new  is  likely  to  meet  objection ;  this  did.  But  it  is 
done  and  the  committee  feels  some  pride  in  this  and  other 
accomplishments  which  together  have  placed  your  sys- 
tem in  a  most  enviable  position. 

In  the  modified  course,  there  is  much  encouragement. 
I  quote  from  Mr.  E.  J.  Lawton,  principal  of  the  Palmer 
High  School,  who  says: — 

"The  English  Curriculum  introduced  for  the 
first  time  in  September,  1929,  is  working  out  very 
satisfactorily.  About  40%  of  the  students  en- 
rolled in  this  curriculum.  Although  the  student 
body  has  increased  considerable  over  last  year, 
the  number  of  failures  has  decreased  materially. 
Two  factors  might  be  mentioned  as  contributory. 
Many  of  the  students  whose  attendance  is  re- 
quired by  state  laws  relative  to  age  and  employ- 
ment are  not  fitted  to  study  the  foreign  languages 
or  more  technical  courses  in  mathematics  or 
science.  Neither  will  they  remain  in  school  long 
enough  to  get  a  complete  commercial  training. 
These  students  have,  for  the  most  part,  chosen 
the  English  Curriculum  and  have  elected  subjects 
of  practical  value  from  their  own  standpoint  and 
are  therefore  meeting  with  greater  success. 

"The  second  factor  in  the  reduction  of  fail- 
ure is  a  system  of  segregation  which  allows  pupils 
to  compete  with  others  of  about  the  same  ability. 
Other  factors  which  are  generally  recognized  are 
conference  periods  with  teachers,  various  scholas- 
tic competition  and  a  general  improved  attitude 
on  the  part  of  students  toward  satisfactory 
scholarship." 
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No  report  would  be  at  all  complete  at 
Health.        this  time  without  mention  of  important 

health  work  which  has  been  done  in 
your  schools  during  years  past.  To  mention  one  speci- 
fically, that  of  diphtheria  immunization,  there  have  been 
immunized  to  date  1,280  pupils,  of  which  number  144 
were  taken  care  of  this  year.  This  is  out  of  a  total  of 
1,734,  all  of  which  work  was  done  on  grade  pupils.  It 
is  unnecessary  to  comment  upon  the  importance  of  hav- 
ing 74^  of  our  pupils  free  from  danger  of  contracting 
this  fatal  disease.  During  the  3  years  of  this  work,  no 
case  of  diphtheria  has  developed  in  an  immunized  person. 

Speaking  a  word  of  an  entirely  dif- 
Music.and       ferent  thing,  that  of  the  enriching 
Scouts         course  of  music,  it  may  be  said  that 
the  work  in  general  is  being  carried  on 
under  Miss  Cantwell,  aided  by  the  teachers,  in  a  splendid 
manner. 

The  work  of  the  high  school  orchestra  is  of  a  quality 
to  deserve  the  great  approval  uniformly  given  it.  Recently 
inquiring  about  the  work  of  the  orchestra,  the  inquirer 
was  told  by  the  director  that  the  students  composing  the 
orchestra  were  doing  well;  that  they  were  uniformly  on 
time  at  rehearsals ;  and  the  director  added  that  each  boy 
and  girl  is  a  scout.  I  mention  this  as  I  think  that  any  or- 
ganization which  can  teach  punctuality  is  exercising  an 
important  effect  upon  our  educational  system  and  is  de- 
serving of  praise. 

In  the  grade  of  work  done  in  the  standard  courses, 
Palmer  compares  favorably  with  any  school  in  Massa- 
chusetts in  a  town  of  similar  size. 

The  economic  side  is  equally  favorable.  The  com- 
parative costs  published  by  the  S-tate  of  Massachusetts 
show  that  the  schools  of  the  town  of  Palmer  are  very 
economically  administered. 
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During  the  year,  the  board  has  lost  the 
Personnel.      service  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Kelley  of  Thorn- 
dike  by  resignation.

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer : 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  present  my  nineteenth 
annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Palmer. 
This  is  the  thirty-seventh  in  the  series  of  reports  issued 
by  the  superintendents  of  the  town. 

INTRODUCTION 

The  problem  that  presents  itself  in  a  report  of  this 
nature  is  how  can  the  much  that  should  be  said  be  crowded 
into  such  a  small  space.  It  cannot  be.  The  report  must 
per  se  be  sketchy. 

ATTENDANCE 

Thef  attendance  statistics  for  the  school  year  of  1928- 
1929  are  not  as  cheering  as  usual ;  especially,  is  this  true 
in  percentage  of  attendance,  which  is  the  lowest  of  any 
year  since  1919-1920. 

This  percentage — 95.43 — is  low  because  last  winter 
was  attended  by  much  illness — measles  and  influenza. 
Another  indication  of  this  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  only 
two  hundred  sixty-nine  (269)  pupils  were  perfect  in  at- 
tendance, whereas,  under  normal  conditions,  about  four 
hundred  (400)  would  have  been  perfect. 

Palmer's  ranking,  on  a  State-wide  basis,  has  been 
high  since  the  State  Department  of  Education  has  issued 
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such  ranks.  In  the  first  ranking,  she  ranked  thirteenth 
(13th)  ;  in  the  second,  twelfth  (12th)  ;  in  the  third,  six- 
teenth (16th);  in  the  fourth,  1927-1928,  fifth  (5th). 
There  are  three  hundred  fifty-five  (355)  towns  and  cities 
in  the  State.

HEALTH  WORK 

One  of  the  outstanding  pieces  of  work  done  in  your 
schools  is  that  of  health.  This  is  done  without  any  blare 
of  trumpet  or  burst  of  bugle.  It  is  quietly,  persistently 
done. 

Briefly,  this  year's  work  is  stated  as  a  sample  of 
what  is  done  annually.  This  year  has  been  an  ordinary 
year;  not  an  extra-ordinary  one,  as  was  last  year  when 
the  State  Clinic  for  the  Detection  of  Hilum  Tuberculosis 
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was  held  or  three  years  ago  when  Toxin  Anti-Toxin  was 
administered  for  Diphtheria  Prevention. 

Toxin  Anti-Toxin  was  given  one  hun- 
Diphtheria.     dred  forty-four  (144)  children.   This  is 

done  each  fall  in  every  case  where  the 
signed  consent  slip  is  received  from  the  parent.  This  is 
given  annually  for  the  benefit  of  first-graders  and  others 
who  have  not  previously  availed  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity. In  our  grades,  there  are  approximately  seventeen 
hundred  thirty-four  (1,734)  pupils.  Twelve,  hundred 
eighty  (1,280)  of  them  are  immune ;  four  hundred  fifty- 
four  (454)  are  not.  About  seventy-four  (74)  per  cent, 
are.  This  means  that  the  possible  number  of  cases  of 
diphtheria  has  been  vastly  reduced.  If  every  child  would 
become  immunized,  there  would  be  no  diphtheria  locally. 
As  it  is,  it  is  practically  a  negligible  quantity. 

In  September,  1928,  the  State  Clinic 
Tuberculosis,    examined  fifteen  hundred  eighty-three 
(1,583)  children.    Every  school  month 
since  then,  the  school  nurse  has  weighed  those  who  were 
ten  percent,  or  more  underweight,  suspicious,  or  hilum 
cases.   The  report  in  March,  1929,  was  as  follows: —

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This  fall,  the  State  Clinic  checked  up  on  these  chil- 
dren. The  report  of  their  findings  has  not  been  sent  to 
the  School  Department  as  yet. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  fall  term,  a 
Yearly  Physical  physical  examination,  required  by 
Examinations.  State  law,  is  given  and  carefully  tab- 
ulated upon  Health  Record  Cards  pre- 
scribed by  the  State.  The  examination  is  conducted  by 
the  School  Physician,  assisted  by  the  School  Nurse.  It 
covers  the  following:  Mucous  Membrane,  Color;  Nutri- 
tion; Posture;  Scalp;  Skin;  Teeth;  Eyes  (Diseases); 
Ears  (Diseases)  ;  Throat  (Tonsils  and  Other)  ;  Nose 
(Adenoids  and  Other) ;  Glands ;  Heart ;  Lungs ;  Feet  and 
Spine;  Nervous  System.  There  is  also  a  Personal  His- 
tory, which  covers : — Vaccination ;  Chicken  Pox ;  Measles ; 
Mumps;  Whooping  Cough;  Scarlet  Fever;  Convulsions; 
Poliomyelitis ;  Tuberculosis ;  Rheumatism ;  Diphtheria ; 
Toxin  Anti-Toxin  (Third  Treatment)  ;  Negative  Schick. 
Also  Weight  and  Height  are  recorded.  A  complete  phy- 
sical history  of  each  child  is  thus  secured  and  kept  on 
file — a  very  valuable  thing.  Notices  are  sent  home  in 
case  defects  are  found,  followed  up  by  personal  home 
visits  by  the  school  nurse. 

Much  health  information  is  given  the  children  in 
school,  which,  together  with  that  carried  by  the  nurse, 
enters  the  home  and  has  a  direct  influence  on  health 
standards  therein.  This  is  one  of  the  socializing  in- 
fluences of  the  schools.  Who  can  measure  its  value?

As  the  result  of  the  yearly 
Tonsils  and  Adenoids  examinations,    many   cases  of 

tonsils  and  adenoids  which 
should  be  removed  are  discovered.  Many  parents  take 
care  of  this  upon  notification.  There  are  always  some 
who  cannot  do  so  for  financial  reasons;  there  are  a  few 
who  could  but  will  not.  This  presents  a  problem —  espe- 
cially where  there  is  financial  inability. 

The  local  Red  Cross  this  year  financed  during  the 
summer  nineteen  (19)  tonsil  and  adenoid  operations. 
They  have  aided  us  many  times  before.  It  is  a  worthy 
use  of  their  money. 

Personally,  I  feel  that  the  Town  of  Palmer  will  never 
be  fully  and  completely  doing  her  duty  until  she  estab- 
lishes a  yearly  fund  to  take  care  of  such  work. 

Success  attended  Child  Health  Day.  Ex- 
May  Day  cellent  co-operation  from  parents,  tea- 
chers, pupils,  and  dentists  made  this 
possible.  Greater  strictness  was  exercised  in  awarding 
tags.  Weight  gain  was  a  pound.  Every  teeth  tag  repre- 
sented that  work  had  been  properly  done  or  there  was  no 
need  of  such  work.   Posture  meant  more. 
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A  comparison  of  statistics,  in  the  larger  schools,  be- 
tween last  year  and  this  year  is  given: 
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More  than  eight  hundred  (800)  people  visited  our 
schools;  many  more  watched  the  out-of-door  exercises. 
There  are  three  great  advantages  in  Health  Day  Obser- 
vance:— First,  the  concentration  of  the  thought  of  the 
pupils  upon  health ;  second,  the  centering  of  the  families' 
idea  upon  health ;  and  third,  the  contact  established  with 
parents  and  citizens.

HIGH  SCHOOL  CURRICULUM 

The  course  of  study  in  the  high  school  has  been  re- 
vamped. The  attempt  is  made  to  care  for  all  types  of 
pupils  so  that  they  may  live  successfully  in  a  world  ever 
new  and  changing. 

Life  is  not  what  it  was  fifty,  forty,  thirty,  twenty, 
or  even  ten  years  ago.  The  electric  and  gas  motors  have 
revolutionized  everything  —  industry,  transportation, 
communication,  etc.  New  problems  confront  us.  New 
preparation  is  demanded. 

The  teaching  problem  in  the  high  school  has  changed. 
Years  ago,  few  went  beyond  the  grades.  Those  who  did 
were  fitting,  in  many  cases,  for  college.    The  curriculum 
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provided  for  such  training.  Today,  many  go  to  high 
school.  A  grade  education  is  not  sufficient ;  they  demand 
a  high  school  training.  Some  fit  for  college ;  many  fit  for 
more  immediate  contact  with  the  world.  Both  have  a 
right  to  such  training.  To  a  larger  extent  than  ever,  it 
is  offered  in  our  changed  course  of  study. 

"Preparation  for  successful  living  means  preparation 
to  enjoy  life  rationally,  through  trained  ability  to  appre- 
ciate good  literature,  music,  art,  and  drama,  to  keep 
healthy  and  wholesome-minded  by  participation  in  games 
and  other  forms  of  recreation ;  to  enter  intelligently  into 
the  civic  life  of  the  community  through  trained  ability  to 
understand  economic,  political,  and  social  problems;  and 
to  appreciate  values — to  distinguish  the  worthy  from  the 
unworthy,  the  true  from  the  false,  the  beautiful  from  the 
ugly,  refinement  from  crudity,  sincerity  from  cant,  the 
decent  from  the  indecent  in  conduct,  manners,  and  dress, 
to  distinguish  between  values  that  are  enduring  and  those 
that  are  transient." 

This  is  the  objective  towards  which  our  high  school 
is  heading.  It  can  never  be  reached  by  all ;  some  can  be 
successful  completely  in  its  reaching;  all,  in  part. 

The  curriculum  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  When 
perused,  one  may  not  see  all  that  is  claimed.  The  possi- 
bilities are  in  its  working-out.   These,  we  hope  to  reach. 

NATIONALITY  POLL 

In  1916,  a  poll  was  taken  to  ascertain  the  nationality 
of  parents  of  children  in  the  schools.  In  1929,  thirteen 
years  later,  a  similar  canvass  was  made.  The  comparison 
is  interesting. 

The  reason  for  taking  such  a  census  is  purely  and 
absolutely  professional.  It  is  an  inventory,  a  stock-tak- 
ing. It  is  a  necessary  procedure  to  understand  thoroughly 
the  job  confronting  us.  It  is  one  of  the  points  of  compass 
which  helps  us  steer  our  bark.

EXTENSION  WORK 

The   report   of  the   Director  of 
Americanization.     Americanization  gives  briefly  the 
story  of  last  year's  work: 

REPORT  ON  ADULT  ALIEN  EDUCATION 


"  'Learning  is  fruitful  as  it  contributes  to  the  more 
efficient  adjustment  of  the  learner  to  the  world  about  him, 
and  to  the  people  in  it.'  This  statement  of  Professor  Albert 
Shiels  describes  very  well  the  principle  underlying  the 
lesson  material  used  in  our  beginning  and  intermediate 
English  classes  for  adult  aliens.  Themes  built  up  from 
short  sentences  describing  everyday  acts  and  occupations 
known  to  the  members  of  the  class  furnish  a  starting- 
point  for  developing  correct  pronunciation  and  voice  in- 
flection, for  work  in  reading,  writing,  and  spelling,  and 
for  simple,  practical  conversation.  Frequent  repetition 
and  varied  drill  on  the  themes  that  have  been  learned, 
result  in  an  achievement  that  can  be  measured  rather 
satisfactorily.  This  year,  at  the  request  of  the  State 
Department  simple  achievement  tests  were  given  by  tea- 
chers of  beginning  and  intermediate  courses.  The  records 
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of  the  tests  show  real  accomplishment,  particularly  in 
reading  and  oral  English;  that  part  of  the  tests,  called 
"practical  English",  which  calls  for  application  of  prin- 
ciples learned,  is  by  its  nature  rather  difficult  as  the 
record  of  results  would  seem  to  indicate.  Year  by  year 
the  attempt  is  made  to  strengthen  the  weaker  parts  of  our 
program  and  make  the  hours  spent  in  evening  study  a 
source  of  real  profit  to  the  pupils.  Credit  is  due  the  tea- 
chers of  the  classes  for  their  patient,  painstaking  efforts 
to  lay  firm  and  sure  foundations. 

"The  classes  this  year  held  their  first  meeting  Octo- 
ber fifteenth  and  their  closing  program  on  the  evening  of 
March  fourteenth.  The  maximum  enrollment  was  117 ; 
the  enrollment  at  the  end  of  the  season,  94.  The  loss  of 
23  means  a  loss  of  19.5  per  cent. ;  the  reasons  for  with- 
drawal, as  given  on  the  records,  were: — work,  6;  illness, 
4;  removal  from  town,  2;  too  great  distance  between 
home  and  school,  3 ;  (of  these  the  ages  were  21,  25,  and 
47  years)  ;  not  allowed  to  attend  school,  1  (woman)  ;  no 
assigned  reason,  7. 

"The  tables  which  are  herewith  presented  give  some 
significant  data  relative  to  the  classes  which  met  from 
October  15,  1928.  to  March  14,  1929—

Club  Work.        of  the  Hampden  County  Improve- 
ment League  and  eleven  (11)  local 
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club  leaders.  There  was  an  enrollment  of  two  hundred 
sixty  (260),  eighty-eight  (88)  of  whom  were  in  Garden 
Clubs,  ninety-six  (96)  in  Canning  Clubs,  and  seventy-six 
(76)  in  Poultry  and  Clothing  Projects.  Palmer,  Bonds- 
ville,  Three  Rivers,  and  Thorndike  each  had  a  local  4-H 
Club  exhibit  where  the  club  members  showed  their  pro- 
ducts and  competed  with  each  other  for  prizes.  These 
were  held  in  the  school  buildings  early  in  September. 

"The  winter  work  with  the  girls  was  conducted  un- 
der three  local  leaders.  The  girls  met  regularly  in  a 
school  room  for  instruction  in  clothing  work.  The  leaders 
attended  all  of  the  leader  training  conferences  conducted 
and  thoroughly  gave  their  interests  and  help  to  the 
groups.  In  both  Palmer  and  Thorndike  very  fine  local 
exhibits  were  held.  We  are  happy  to  have  large  groups 
in  Three  Rivers,  and  Bondsville  in  1930. 

"Palmer  is  the  center  for  the  Eastern  Hampden 
Home  Economics  Club  Rally  each  year.  This  year  about 
150  club  members  were  present  from  eleven  communities 
in  that  part  of  the  county."

"The  Home  Bureau  agents  had  the  co- 
Home  Bureau  .    operation  and  assistance  of  42  local 
women  in  the  different  communities 


of  Palmer  in  conducting  the  Home  Economics  work.  Those 
that  served  as  teachers  and  lead  groups  received  special 
instruction  from  the  agents  or  S»tate  Specialists  of  from 
one  to  four  days  according  to  the  project.  Ten  projects 
were  taught: — Child  feeding,  food  selection,  machine  at- 
tachments, chair  seating,  upholstery,  dyeing,  canning, 
child  guidance,  children's  clothing,  clothing  selection. 
There  was  an  enrollment  in  the  ten  projects  of  517  which 
included  349  individual  women.  One  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  meetings  were  held  with  an  attendance  of  1929/' 

COST 

Cost  is  ever  a  live  question.  It  has  been,  more  or  less, 
a  bone  of  contention  during  the  present  incumbent's  ten- 
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ure — nearly  nineteen  years.  Even  before  that  time,  some 
twenty-five  years  ago,  the  writer  well  remembers  attend- 
ing town  meetings  as  a  youth  when  the  same  contentions 
were  raised. 

Education  costs  money;  it  always  has;  it  always 
will.  Many  various  methods  have  been  tried  to  finance 
it — from  the  individual  to  the  public.  It  has  been  proven 
that  the  cheapest  way  is  to  do  it  co-operatively.  If  any 
one  doubts  it,  let  him  try  it  by  sending  his  children  to  a 
private  school  where  the  same  quality  of  instruction  as 
received  in  the  public  schools  will  cost  in  the  vicinity  of 
$500  per  year.  Furthermore,  education  is  a  public  duty 
and  the  public  must  pay  for  it,  as  it  does  for  police,  fire, 
and  other  public  services. 

This  payment  is  generally  acknowledged  as  a  neces- 
sity and  a  duty.  The  question  that  troubles  many  is 
whether  or  not  they  are  getting  an  economical  adminis- 
tration of  school  funds.  There  probably  are  as  many 
opinions  on  this  as  there  are  people.  We  have  always 
maintained  that  there  was  such  an  administration.  Our 
saying  so  does  not  make  it  so,  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  we  may  well,  consciously  or  unconsciously,  be 
biased.  People,  inherently,  feel  that  what  they  are  doing 
is  being  well-done. 

Had  we  been  content  to  rest  upon  this  mere  asser- 
tion of  economical  administration,  we  ought  to  be  accused 
of  bias.  We  have  not.  We  have  based  our  claims  upon 
facts  and  figures — facts  and  figures  not  gleaned  by  our- 
selves but  gathered  by  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion upon  forms  sent  each  year  to  every  school  depart- 
ment in  the  State,  which  are  sworn  to  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
These — all  of  them — are  accurate  and  correct.  With  these 
as  a  basis,  the  State  Department  issues  a  report,  with 
each  town  and  city  rated  upon  a  comparative  basis  in 
many  matters  of  expenditure,  valuation,  etc.   Ever  since 
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the  beginning  of  the  present  superintendent's  term  of 
office,  he  has  based  his  statements  as  to  Palmer's  economy 
upon  such  facts  and  figures.  The  figures  are  not  of  his 
making ;  nor  the  facts.  Whatever  they  show,  they  show ; 
whatever  they  prove,  they  prove. 

This  method  of  comparison  is  purely  businesslike; 
purely  scientific.  Every  business  in  the  country  does  like- 
wise.  You  accept  their  method.   Why  not  ours  ? 

What  is  the  basis  of  cost  comparison  in  any  business  ? 
Is  it  not  the  cost  of  the  unit  of  production  ?  In  the  cotton 
or  woolen  business,  it  is  the  cost  per  yard  produced;  in 
the  steel  business,  the  cost  per  ton  or  pound  fabricated; 
in  the  coal  business,  the  cost  per  ton  mined.  We  could 
proceed  further ;  it  is  not  necessary. 

In  the  school  business,  what  is  the  product,  if  not 
the  pupil  ?  Our  basis  is,  then,  the  cost  per  pupil  educated 
during  each  year.  We  accept  this  as  a  basis  of  compari- 
son in  spite  of  the  fact  that  our  geographical  complexion 
works  heavily  against  us.  Were  we  a  concentrated  town 
— not  one  of  four  distinct  villages  widely  separated — 
we  could  carry  a  much  heavier  load  of  pupils  per  teacher, 
which  would  cut  down  very  materially  our  cost  per  pupil. 
As  an  illustration,  take  the  average  cost  per  room  as 
that  of  $2,400.00  per  year.  If  there  were  thirty  (30) 
pupils  in  such  a  room,  the  cost  per  pupil  would  be  $80.00 ; 
if  forty  (40)  pupils,  $60.00.  We  could  easily  carry 
heavier  enrollments  and  fewer  teachers,  were  our  schools 
within  an  easy  walking  distance  of  one  another.  Some 
three  years  ago,  I  showed  a  possible  saving  of  $20,000.00, 
were  we  thus  situated,  or  about  $10.00  per  pupil. 

The  following  table  is  submitted. 
State  Comparison.    This  is  a  state-wide  comparison. 

The  figures  are  taken  from  re- 
ports of  the  State  Department  of  Education,  entitled  "Sta- 
tistics of  the  Public  Schools".  One  report-- 1 92 l--is  missing. 
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In  these  reports,  statistics  are  given  for  every  one  of  the 
three  hundred  fifty-five  (355)  towns  and  cities  in  the 
State,  which  are  divided  into  four  (4)  Groups: — Group 
I,  Cities  (There  are  39.)  ;  Group  II,  Towns  of  5,000  Popu- 
lation; or  Over — Palmer  is  a  member  of  this  group  (There 
are  79.)  ;  Group  III,  Towns  of  Less  than  5,000  Population 
and  Maintaining  High  Schools  (There  are  113.) ;  Group 
IV,  Towns  of  Less  than  5,000  Population  and  Not  Main- 
taining High  Schools  (There  are  124). 

The  Average  Cost  Per  Pupil  Based  On  Net  Average 
Membership  for  each  Group  and  the  State — figured  by  the 
State  Department — is  given.  Along  side  of  these,  is 
given  Palmer's,  as  figured  by  the  State  Department.

Compare  Palmer's  average — $63.51 — of  the  average 
costs  for  the  eleven  years  with  that  of  each  group  and  of 
the  State.  You  will  find  it  $15.89  less  than  that  of  Group 
I,  $8.42  less  than  that  of  Group  II;  $13.04  less  than 
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that  of  Group  III;  $18.69  less  than  that  of  Group  IV; 
$16.77  less  than  that  of  the  State. 

From  another  angle,  take  Palmer's  rank  each  year 
for  fourteen  (14)  years  as  ranked  by  the  State.  This 
is  figured  on  the  basis  of  three  hundred  fifty-five  towns 
and  cities.

Palmer  ranks  sixty-seventh  (67th)  in  population  in 
the  State.  An  average  rank  of  two  hundred  ninety-five 
(295)  for  fourteen  years — which  means  that  only  sixty 
(60)  out  of  a  possible  three  hundred  fifty-five  (355) 
ranked  lower — is  exceptional.  Were  the  State  Reports 
for  1912,  1914,  and  1916  at  hand  for  determining  rank, 
our  average  for  the  seventeen  (17)  years — most  of  the 
writer's  incumbency  as  superintendent — would  be  better 
than  three  hundred  (300). 
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The  marked  drop  in  1922  and  1923  was  due  largely 
to  the  new  high  school  and  the  drop  in  enrollment  caused 
by  the  opening  of  the  Polish  Parochial  School. 

Palmer's  tax  rate  for  1928— $24.60— was 
Tax  Rate,    two  hundred  seventy-fourth  (274)  in  the 
State.    Eighty-one  (81)  towns  and  cities 
only  had  a  lower  rate.    Surely  the  tax  rate  is  not  com- 
paratively high. 

During  the  last  decade,  the  amount  of 
Department     money  requested  for  the  schools  has  in- 
Comparison.    creased  very  materially,  due  to  perfectly 
natural  conditions.    The  public  look  at 
the  amount  and  draw  the  conclusion  that  it  is  altogether 
out  of  proportion  with  other  expenditures,  public  or  pri- 
vate.   Is  this  a  fact?    As  to  private  expenditures,  per- 
sonal or  business,  we  will  leave  that  to  you  for  decision. 
As  for  public,  let  us  make  the  most  natural  comparison 
possible — the  schools  and  other  local  town  departments. 
This  is  done  with  no  thought  or  desire  to  caste  the  least 
aspersion  on  any  other  department.    It  is  done  to  show 
that  everything  costs  more. 

For  the  purpose  of  comparison,  we  have  taken  the 
major  departments  of  the  town  as  listed  in  the  Town 
Bookkeeper's  Reports  for  1919  and  1928.  We  have  taken 
the  expenditures  for  each  as  there  given. 

The  departments  taken  are: 

1)  .    General  Government  (Selectmen,  Auditing  and 

Accounting,  Treasury,  Collectors,  Assessors, 
License  Commissioners,  Town  Clerk's,  Election 
and  Registration,  Town  Offices). 

2)  .    Protection  of  Persons  and  Property  (Police^ 

Fire,  Sealing  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Tree 
Warden,  S-upt.  of  Moth  Department,  Forest 
Warden) . 
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3)  .  Health. 

4)  .  Highways. 

5)  .  Charities. 

6)  .  Education. 

The  percentage  of  increase  in  1928  over  1919  in  each 
is  as  follows :

These  figures  simply  and  fully  prove  that  the  increased 
cost  of  the  School  Department  is  paralleled  by  that  of 
other  town  activities.  In  fact,  with  one  exception,  the 
others  have  outstripped  the  schools  in  percentage  of  in- 
crease. This  should  prove  that  the  hue  and  cry  about  the 
extravagance  of  the  School  Department  is  not  in  accord- 
ance with  facts.   Why  single  out  the  schools? 

The  high  school  enrollment  has  in- 
High  School  creased  about  forty  (40)  this  year. 
Enrollment.     What  bearing  has  this  on  cost? 

Our  entire  school  enrollment  has  not  increased  the 
past  year  or  two ;  in  fact,  it  has  lessened.  Our  high  school 
enrollment  has  increased  due  to  these  causes: — (1)  In- 
ability of  pupils  to  get  work;  (2)  legal  requirement  of 
school  attendance  until  sixteen  (16)  years  old  unless 
working;  (3)  desire  and  ability  of  parents  to  send  child- 
ren to  high  school.  The  average  cost  per  pupil  in  average 
membership  in  the  grades  last  year  was  $65.06;  in  the 
high  school,  $156.63.  The!  cost  per  pupil  in  the  high  school 
was  $91.57  more  per  pupil.  This,  spread  out  over  forty 
(40)  pupils,  means  increased  cost.  In  other  words,  with- 
out total  increase  in  enrollment,  more  pupils  are  coming 
in  the  higher  cost  level. 
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These    budget    requests    of  the 
Actual  Evidence.    School  Committee  show  its  attempt 
to  co-operate  during  the  local  text- 
tile  depression:

The  school  officials  do  not  wish  to  imply  that  this 
entire  reduction  was  due  to  their  efforts.  Conditions — 
textile — were  responsible  for  discontinuance  of  the  Con- 
tinuation School  and  employment  of  five  (5)  teachers  less 
than  previously. 

They  did  effect  the  coal  saving.  They  also  reduced 
their  requests  for  textbooks,  repairs,  commercial,  and 
other  accounts. 

Enough  has  been  said  relative  to  cost.  It 
Offer.       should  not  be  neccessary  to  write  in  this 
vein  year  in  and  year  out;  yet,  circum- 
stances demand  it. 

We  have  one  proposal  to  make;  namely,  let  anyone 
who  is  really  desirous  of  knowing  facts  come  to  the  Office 
of  the  Superintendent,  ask  any  questions  he  desires,  ask 
for  an  explanation  of  anything  he  wants,  request  to 
see  anything  that  he  can  think  of.  We  promise  him  a 
cordial  reception,  a  frank  and  honest  explanation,  an 
opportunity  to  examine  anything  we  have.   There  are  no 
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secrets;  no  machinations.  There  need  be  no  suspicions; 
no  innuendos.  Let  us  meet  in  a  spirit  of  fairness,  friend- 
liness, and  respect.  Then,  if  there  must  be  disagreement, 
let  it  be  honest  and  friendly. 

ENCOMIUM 

Irrespective  of  all  that  has  been  said  about  them 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  these  United  States 
in  an  adversely  critical  manner — the  cost,  the  waste,  the 
inefficiency,  etc. — the  common  schools  of  this  country 
have  helped  America  to  achieve  these  things: — "(1) 
Rapid  rise  to  national  greatness ;  (2)  realization  of  demo- 
cratic ideals;  (3)  quick  conquest  of  a  vast  frontier;  (4) 
widened  opportunity  for  new  citizens  from  overseas;  (5) 
the  highest  place  ever  accorded  women;  (6)  the  ability 
to  create,  manage,  and  staff  efficiently  large  scale  produc- 
tion; (7)  the  noblest  standard  of  living  ever  realized  over 
a  large  area;  (8)  the  highest  level  of  intellectual  life 
ever  attained  by  the  common  people;  (9)  steady  improve-

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  present 
Conclusion,  somewhat  of  a  picture  of  school  function- 
ing. It  is  sketchy ;  meagre ;  brief — even  to 
the  point  of  unsupported  assertion.  All  statements  are 
intended  to  be  accurate,  friendly,  tolerant.  It  is  hoped 
that  they  will  be  carefully  weighed  and  measured,  and  not 
found  wanting. 

For  the  healthy,  hearty,  loyal  support  of  all — com- 
mittee, teachers,  public — ,  we  express  appreciation.  Co- 
operation is  the  grease  that  prevents  undue  wear  and 
tear,  hot  boxes,  sticking,  and  eventual  junking  in  school 
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machinery.  If  a  system  is  to  be  good  and  continue  so,  it 
must  have  it.  If  it  does  not,  it  suffers,  and  when  it  suf- 
fers —  and  herein  lies  the  pity,  the  crime  —  the  toll  is 
exacted  from  innocent  boys  and  girls  who  are  pupils 
therein.
